B e it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. This Act may be cited as the Supreme Court of Judicature Short title 

(Ireland) Amendment Act, 1888, and shall be construed together 
with the Supremo Court of Judicature Act (Ireland), 1877, herein- 
after called the principal Act. 

2. — (1.) In all cases of appeals to the Court of Appeal under the Writs to be 
10 Registration of Voters Acts, and in any other case within the jmis- 

diction of the Court not otherwise provided for, tlrat Court, for all Appeal, 
the purposes of and incidental to the hearing and determination of 
an appeal within its jurisdiction, and the execution and enforcement 
of a judgment or order made on an appeal, and for the purpose of 
15 every other authority expressly given to the Court of Appeal by the 
principal Act, shall have power to issue a writ or writs in such 
form as may be prescribed by rules of Court. 

(2.) This section shall be retrospective. 

3. Rules of Court may be made for prescribing the forms of Eulea of 
20 writs, and for the other purposes of this Act, by the authority and Court, 
in the manner provided by the Supreme Court of Judicatm’c Act 
(Ireland), 1877, as amended by any other Act.
